Il.l.e i What sort of an operational implement should be used7 Tba ana- 
oar to this question. In spite of all that has been said up until 
now, must begin with tba fact that no complicated, expensive and always 
endangered distribution apparatus for printed propaganda exists. Qua 
could not expect to use secret radio transmission stations In the Eastern 
Zona . In such a thickly populated country this attempt would not have 
the slightest’ chance of aucoass. In the *eetern aectors of BRHLIX, too, 
tranaalaaion stations could be easily detected which would probebly lead 
to diplomatic complications. So tha choice of the technical naans most 
begin from those aforementioned facts . As loog as the war rawa Ins a cold 









on* the technical nkni of j psychological sari's is action trust remain 
restricted to tire use ot ratio end tlie prlnteo word. I'olson-pen letters 
and tlie spreading 01 rumors must, likewise, work with the same restrictions.

The clandestine character o I a broadcasting station would have to be lm- 
/ pregnable froa all directions. To preserve this storeoy one needs at 
1 least three movable stations. If possible, more. The main station (station 
-s i "A"), In addition to ita technical personnel, snotilo be staffed with the 
actions direction personnel, though it la not necessary that this direction 
personnel be physically present at station "A* at all times. Tbe complete 
transmissions could be prepared at a ay place Ln any studio by transcriptions 
onto stall bands. These bands bearing tbe wools program to be broad oast 
could bo forwarded to the regularly changing position of station *a* and 
tbe small staff at station 'A* would be responsible only for the technical 
tasks relating to the transmission. Those technical tasks could be assigned 
to one hundred percent American personnel and tbe control and censorship 
oould, from tbe jrery origin of the transmissions, bo under the strloteat 
supervision. If It should be Intended to use other than American personnel, 
It Is possible to secure tbe services of qualified exparts who, during 
the war, proved themselves capable at similar operations. The transmissions 
from station "A" oould be received tj stations *6" and *C* using tbs "Ball 
system* (receive and transmit) and transmit on s wave length synchronised 
to that station *A* .

Oat of tbs existing conditions In BERLIN one could 
develop similar end better devices, for Instance, tbs railways, subways end 
busses crossing the so o tar borders could he oxosllent propaganda material 
transporter* . One oould leave small parcels behind In these convwyanoss. 

Tbs finders would, Iniany cases, carry them home and a large percentage of 
the leaflets would he put Into circulation. All technical naans for leaf- 
let distribution mentioned here are primitive. Out of the necessity cos 
oan extract a virtue. It would appear to the Russians and even to the 
Oeraans that even If the Americana should do something like that they 
would not use such primitive moans. This prlmltivlty would Imply tha 
actual existence of som sort of an underground movement, thereby e^'pg 
c red an ce to the already claimed existence of Sensed -Russian Committee 
operations In tbs Eastern Zona. They would assume that any underground 
movement In the Eastern Zone would have some contact with the outer world, 
might havw soem sort of a foreign finance source and that the movement might 
enjoy a oortaln tolerance. But It would be hardly possible to asks an of- 
ficial American label adhere to tha propaganda regardless of the suralsals 
made regarding Its origin. Evan the radio tranmalssLoos should not auto- 
matically prodoes the Impress Ion of American origin. Apparent Improvisation 
and axtespranaity oould leave an impression of their unofficial character.

The propaganda action's agent ahould ha-re aaoaaa to tha daaartars 
also. If this la Impossible, than tha nasal lnt a rro ga tl an ahould 
bo supplemented by a apeoial and detailed questionnaire. However, 
sooh a questionnaire would ba an unsubstantial substitute. The

The editorial staff originating the prlrled propaganda and tha radio 
transmission aould, by nsoeaslty, ba oo:^posed of Aasrloen snd non— 
American elements and mutual concessions would sometimes be re- 
quired in order to produce the end product which would be subject 
to Me risen censorship. The Aasrloen aponoors aould ha aipaotsd to 
use their oenaorabip vary rtrlotly. It la reasonable and under- 
standable that noc-AMrloen oooparstora would aaet a certain dis- 
trust from tha taarloan aide. Tha non-American oooparator, however, 
*111 feel c mistrust, in the beginning, st least, for tha Amarloana. 

The no o - Aas rloen oooparator would expect that heavy responsibility 
and wide latitude of action would Indicate a preparation on the part 
of the American to disavow bis oooparator In event that Urge In- 
terests could be served by the disavowal. The heaviness of the res- 
ponsibility end the measure of the noo-Anerlcan'e permitted action- 
latitude would appear to tha non-Aaerloen aa Indicative of tha propor- 
tional speed and vehemence with which his cooperation would ba denied* 
Therefore, to reach an atmosphere which would exclude this mutual mis- 
trust it is suggested that personal intimacy between members of the 
editorial staff ha encouraged . Thin Intimacy would benefit tha osa- 
pmlga In other ways besides closing tha atmosphere against mistrust. 

Tha non A aarlcana should transfer their experiences, their knowledge and 
their abilities in an unre pressed manner, but their field of aatlrlty 
should he halted at clearly definable lines. The cos who exercises 
censorship bears tha responsibility. Only under such conditions 
oaa ana secure the maximum of exploitable self— expression.

It is 
not knooan whether tbs ne o s es ary technical equipment is immediately avail- 
able, whether the equipment of tho Owrmmu propaganda troops la still 
existing and uaabla. Among this equipment war* complicated Russian dialect 
oharaotsrm noh ms would be vitally needed. If these characters have to be 
produced in Inrope, perhaps the makers who produced tha bast atsriala ooold 
hr traced.
